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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-23, drawn to a system to correct single-bit memory errors, 
classified in class 607, subclass 32. 

II. Claims 24-32, drawn to a method with a memory scrubbing mode, 
classified in class 607, subclass 2. 

III. Claims 33-37 and 47, drawn to a system with a radiation detector, 
classified in class 607, subclass 60. 

IV. Claims 38-42, drawn to a system to compare memory errors to a 
threshold, classified in class 607, subclass 59. 

V. Claims 43-46, drawn to a method that compares radiation to background 
radiation, classified in class 607, subclass 1. 

VI. Claim 48-50, drawn to cardio-therapy device with radiation detection 
means, classified in class 607, subclass 9. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions (I, III, IV, VI) and (II, V) are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the method could be performed by an external device 
that communicates with an implantable device. 
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3. Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention I does not require that 
the high-energy radiation exceeds a background radiation. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as correcting memory errors at a constant rate (i.e. not increasing 
the rate upon detection of high-energy radiation). 

4. Inventions VI and (I, III, IV) are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombinations as claimed because the 
combination does not require that the memory errors be single-bit, the high-energy 
radiation exceed a background radiation, or the comparison of the rate of errors to a 
threshold. The subcombination has separate utility such as use in a neurological 
stimulator. 

5. Inventions III and (I, IV) are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
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patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
combination does not require that the memory errors are single-bit or the comparison of 
the rate of errors to a threshold. The subcombination has separate utility such as use 
without a radiation detection circuit. 

6. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as use with a controller that does not check the rate of occurrence of memory errors 
with a predetermined threshold. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. A telephone call was made to Suneel Arora on 9/2/2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

9. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one
